of the various crops than those published in former years. This opinion is confirmed by 
the fact, that the Guardians, in revising the rates of produce received by me from the 
Constabulary, made comparatively few alterations in them ; and from the following 
extracts of letters addressed to me, it will be seen that the Enumerators have discharged 
their duties in a highly creditable manner. • 

I am happy to state that the assistance afforded by the Guardians was most gratifying, 
being greater than in any former year, as out of 3,438 Electoral Divisions, the rates of 
produce of 2,327 were returned to me revised, being 86 more than in 1857* 



Extracts from Communications by the Clerks of Guardians : — 

“ Belmullet Union, 26th January, 1859. 

“ Tlic Guardians arc fully satisfied with tlie accuracy of the Returns, and have instructed me [the Clerk of the 
Union] to sign the remainder and forward them to you.” 



“ Castleblayney Union, 23rd December, 1858. 

“ As the Guardians generally have already assisted in furnishing the necessary information to the Constabulary 
when compiling the Returns referred to, they do not think that at present they can render any further service in 
the manner suggested, and they desire me [the Clerk of the Union] to state, that these Returns have, in their 
opinion, been compiled with much care.” 



“ Castlecomer Union, December 23rd, 1858. 

“The Guardians consider that the average generally is fair, and satisfactorily made out.” 

“Cork Union, February 3rd, 1859. 

“ The Guardians consider the averages made by the Constabulary substantially correct.” 

“Dungannon Union, January 31st, 1859. 

“The Guardians are of opinion, that the average acreahle produce throughout has been very fairly talceu by tho 
Enumerators employed for that purpose.” 

“ Dungarvan Union, December 27th, 1858. 

“ The Board of Guardians of this Union have had before them the accompanying Returns of tho average produce 
of the several crops grown in the Union in the year 1858; and having minutely examined them, they are of 
opinion that the yield of the respective crops is fairly set forth therein. A few unimportant changes have, however, 
been made in them.” 



“Ennis Union, February 4th, 1859. 

“ The Guardians decline giving their opinions on the average rates of produce, feeling satisfied that the Con- 
stabulary have performed the duty correctly.” 



“ Londonderry Union, January 18th, 1859. 

“Upon the receipt of your Returns the Guardians caused a copy to he sent to each Member of the Board ; these 
having been filled up and returned to this office, the amendments were inserted on your papers, together with 
the Guardian’s name who signed them.” ° 



"Westport Union. 

Extract from Minutes of Proceedings of the Board-Lord John T. Browne, M.P., in the chair : 

“ His Lordship and the Board of Guardians directed me [the Clerk of the Union] to express to you their 
willingness to co-operate with you at all times in rendering as accurate as possible, Returns so valuable and im- 
portant as tuose relating to the Agricultural produce of the country.” 

The extent under each Crop, as published in the month of September last, has been 
carefully revised, so that the acreage m the following Summary will correspond with that 
given in the detailed Tables— now m course of printing— which show the size of the Foldings 
by Classes, m each Barony and Poor Law Union. 6

It will be observed, from an examination of the foregoing Table, that in 1858, com- 
pared with 1857, Wheat shows an increase of 83,507 Quarters, although a less extent 
was sown — the average produce per acre having been greater. Oats, with the same 
average yield per acre as in 1857, produced 58,194 Quarters more in 1858, owing to a 
larger acreage; Barley and Bere, with a higher average yield per acre, gave a. lower 
total produce owing to the decrease in their extent. Potatoes exhibit an increase both 
in acreage and average yield per acre, and afforded an addition of 1,382,881 Tons to the 
food of the country. Turnips, Mangel Wurzel, and Cabbage, also show an increased 
produce in 1858. Flax, although with a diminished extent of 6,075 acres, shows, owing 
to a greater produce per acre, a general increase in yield of 3,108 Tons in 1858. The 
Hay Crop also appears to have produced 134,362 Tons more in 1858 than in 1857.

It will be seen that the greatest proportion of emigrants since 1851 was from the 
counties of Tipperary, Clare, Kerry, Limerick, and Waterford— each of which lost more 
than one-fifth of its entire population by emigration since that period ; and that notwith- 
standing the facilities afforded for embarkation, only 4’82 per cent, of the inhabitants of 
the county and city of Dublin emigrated in nearly nine years ; Mayo and Sligo give the 
next lowest proportions — about 9 per cent, of their respective populations having emi- 
grated during the same period. 

Further information on this subject will be found at pages 19 to 24. 

In conclusion, I beg to express my obligations to the landed proprietors and 
tenant farmers who have so readily afforded the information to the Enumerators to 
enable them to fill the Agricultural Returns. I am also much indebted to the kind 
courtesy of the many ac-officio and elected Guardians who favored me with their opinions 
as to the average produce of the Crops in the several Electoral Divisions of the respective 
Poor Law Unions ; and to the metropolitan and provincial Press my best thanks are due 
as m former years, for their continued valuable assistance in reference to those important 
Statistics. 1

You will receive herewith blank copies of “Form 
0,” referred to in the “General Instructions" ad- 
dressed to the Enumerators the 10th of last May, in 
order to enable you to procure .Returns of the Rates 
of Produce of the various Crops grown in each of the 
Electoral Divisions mentioned in the enclosed List, 
which should bo sent back to this Office along with 
the Returns, when completed. 

I beg you will be so good as to select for this ser- 
vice Enumerators known to you for their intelligence 
and acquaintance with the parties resident in the 
Electoral Divisions for which the Returns are required. 
Instructions as to the method of filling the Forms 
are printed on them. 

From the friendly co-operation and assistance which 
has been afforded to the Enumerators by all ranks and 
classes in ascertaining the extent of each Crop culti- 
vated in Ireland this year, I confidently trust that by 
making inquiries from the resident Gentry, Clergy, 
and intelligent Farmers in your neighbourhood, a 
valuable approximation to the Average Rates of 
Produce per Acre of the various kinds of Grain, 
Potatoes, and other Crops grown in the several Elec- 
toral Divisions will be attained ; — that being the 
object of this Return, — to which accuracy, as far as 
possible, can alone give any real value. 

Your attention is particularly requested to this sub- 
ject, in consequence of the increasing interest and 
importance now attached to Agricultural Statistics, 
and I trust you will be enabled to forward the Re- 
turns for your District to this Office before the 10th 
of December, in order that a General Abstract may 
be compiled and submitted for the consideration of 
His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

It is my intention to solicit the assistance of the 
Boards of Guardians on this difficult question, — as 
was done by me last year, — in order to procure their 
opinions as to the Rates of Produce in the several 
Electoral Divisions and Poor Law Unions in Ireland. 
This information will form a valuable auxiliary to that 
obtained through the Constabulary.
